Independent Claim 1 discloses a metallurgical vessel comprising a plurality of cooling panels with internal 


passages for coolant flow and each panel is provided with a plurality of projections that project laterally through 


the outer shell of the vessel. These features are disclose by documents Dl, D4, D5 and D8. As a result. Claim 1 


is not novel.

Independent Claim 28 discloses a cooling panel comprising internal passages for coolant flow and a plurality of 


projections that project laterally through the outer shell of the vessel. These features are disclosed by documents 


D1-D9. As a result, Claim 28 is not novel. 




Independent Claim 40 discloses a method of mounting a cooling panel in a metallurgical vessel. This is disclosed 


by documents Dl, D3-D5, D7 and D9. As a result, Claim 40 is not novel. 




Furthermore dependent Claims 2-23, 29-36 and 41-42 are not novel in light of the cited documents. 


Claims 1-42 lack an inventive step in light of documents D1-D9. While these documents may not disclose a 


metallurgical vessel with a plurality of lances or connector straps, it is considered that these would be common 


general knowledge to a person skilled in the art and therefore the claims cannot be considered to involve and 


inventive step.

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

1. Claim 32 is directed to "a cooling panel as claimed in any one of claims 17 or 18". However, Claims 17 and 18 
are directed towards a metallurgical vessel, not a cooling panel. This results in a lack of clarity in Claim 32. 
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
